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Largest ShipAfloat 
Toronto World: 

j Sixty years ago and more a ship 
was d®signed which hos remained the 
largest ever floated until a few 
months azo when the Battie was 
launched at Messrs. Harland & Wolff's 
gaids in Belfast. ‘This monster has 
just completed her maiden trip across 
the Ailantic. Not a,mishap of any 
kind marred the voyage. The mas- 
sive and intricate mechanism of this 
buge liner worked as smocthly as a 
Swiss chronometer. Today sh« fleats 
a living contradiction of those pro- 
phets who asserted that it would be 
impossible to manage a steamship 
larger than the Greai Eastern. Many 
years ago these experts were con- 
founded by the increasing dimensions 
of Atlantic liners. It was seen that, 
sooner or later, a ship larger than 
the Great Eastern would be construc- 
ted. Each new vessel approachec. more 
closely the colossal dimensions of 
Brunel’s wonder, the Cedric and the 
Ceitic being almost as large... Now 
comes the Bultic and there passes 
away the record that has stood for 
more than half g@entury 

The Baltic from the tip of her beak 
to the end of her tail is 726 feetlong, 
or rather more than one-seventh of a 
mile. She stands 240 hands high, being 


much taller than the largest 
horse ever seen, not excepiing 
Clydesdales. He bulk almost equals 


that of the Lucania and the Campania 
combined. A million subic feet of 
space is allotted fer cargo, and in this 
can be stowed 28,000 tons. She dis- 
places 34,000 tons, loaded to a draught 
of 32 feet; loaded to 36 fect draught, 
her displacement will be more than 
40,000 tons.
